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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Bharti (US 2004/0043248 A1) teaches a phosphorescent film comprising a first layer 
having a phosphorescent pigment, a second layer having a reflective pigment secured 
to the first layer, wherein the phosphorescent film is adhered to a substrate. Bharti 
neither teaches nor even fairly suggests that the phosphorescent film further comprises 
a combination of a first image visible under a condition without a luminous source and a 
second image visible under a luminous source.
